The con­ 
sp irators themselv es are disp ersed throu gh­ 
ou t the world. 
The FBI wisely and p rop erly, has asked 
for coop eration in handling Commies* who will 
get out of line in the United States. It wants 
to hear p arteu larly about ev idence of sabo­ 
tage. Meanwhile, the Dep artment of Justice 
has announced it will set up extra grand ju r­ 
ies in Washington to deal with the ev idence. 
There is some danger, of course, that Amer­ 
icans may lose their heads and go on witch 
hu nts, Bu t the danger is slight, for this rea­ 
son. The United States has been liv ing with 
the p roblem of the Communist consp iracy 
a inoe World War I. It has learned the dif­ 
ferent* between u northodox op inions and the 
p arty line. Moat of all, it has learned where 
the Commies are most likely to be found and 
what they are most likely to be doing. It 
ev en has a working acquaintance with the 
words they will be using. 
Anyone who encou nters a glib character 
trying to stir up a fuss which would ham­ 
string this country and bring joy to the Krem­ 
lin Ss exhibiting strong circu mstantial ev i­ 
dence of being a consp irator against the Unit­ 
ed States. Or as the axiom goes: If it walks 
like a duck and makes a noise like a duck, 
the chances are it is a duck ev en though its 
lawyers may insist that it is a dov e of p eace. 


Loan To Australia?

May Be Object 
Of Prime Minister's Visit 


It' s o Crazy Idea 
A X E OF the first resu lts of America’s reso- 
" 
lution to giv e the Communist consp iracy 
the fight it has been asking for will be a 
master p lan for p rotecting Washington, D. C., 
the scat of gov ernment 
According to the Washington Post, the Na­ 
tional Security Resources Board has p rep ared 
a master p lan and will su bmit it within a 
few day» . It calls for sp reading key gov ern­ 
ment agencies ov er an area within a 50-mile 
radiu s from the White House. 
Though the 
city of Washington would be retained, its 
v ital functions would be disp ersed so widely 
in blast-p roof buildings that they could not 
be Hop p ed by anything short of a whole ser­ 
ies of atomic exp losions. 
On the other hand, there are those who be­ 
liev e it might be better to house the entire 
gov ernment in an undergrou nd , skyscrap er 
low ering 250 stories straight down—the whole 
sheiang to be made foolp roof by an 18-foot 
layer of bed tap e sp read ov er the bottom, 
layer of red tap e double duty as camouflage. 


WASHINGTON 
AUSTRALIA’S Prime Minister 
Robert Gordon Menzies is the 
next head of a foreign gov ern­ 
ment for whom Washington will 
roll out the red carp et. The ru mor 
is he’s here to ask for a loan.

Minister Menzie’s v isit. This is a 
bit unusual in itself. The p lush 
is really p u t on only for those 
heads of state whom the U. S. 
| gov ernment inv ites 
ov er 
here 
sp ecial on the number one tour, 
to influence and win ov er as 
friends. Mr. Menzies is already 
a friend, and though he wasn t 
inv ited sp ecial, the latchstnng 
and welcome mat are always out. 
The Australian p rime minister 
has been here before. He v isited 
Washington early in 
the 
war. 
Then he was in the Autraiian 
minority 
op p osition for 
eight 
years, while the Labor Party was 
in p ower. Its defeat last Decem­ 
ber p ut Mr. Menzies back as p rime 
minister. 


CONCERNING the loan, the 
Australian gov ernment and the 
Australian embassy in Washing­ 
ton aren’t doing any talking. Ev en 
U. S. State Dep artment officials 
p rofess to be in the dark about 
any such request being made. Bu: 
the news has been p rinted in 
Australia, without any mention 
of the size of the touch to be re­ 
quested. 
Exp ort-Imp ort Bank says it has 
nev er made any loans to Aus­ 
tralia, has no ap p lication on file 
to make one now. The Labor 
gov ernment talked a little about 
a loan after the war. Nothing 
came of it. 
But a situation making a loan 
awfully conv ient has been bu ild­ 
ing up in Australia since the war. 
The sum and substance of it is 
that while Au stralia has big su r­ 
p luses of p ounds sterling and 
Au stralian p ounds, she is short 
of dollars. And there are a lot of 


things Australia wants to buy, 
which can be bought only with 
dollars. 
For the first ten months of the 
Au stralian fiscal year, which ends 
in June, Australia imp orted $95,- 
000,000 worth of American p ro­ 
ducts and sold the U. S. only 
$90,000.000 worth of Au stralian 
p roducts. For the corresp onding 
p eriod of the years before, im­ 
p orts were $74,000,000 and exp orts 
only $65.000,000. 
The imp rov ement has been due 
largely to an increase of Au s­ 
tralian wool exp orts to the U. S 
Au stralia has had an all-time 
record clip this year, v alued at 
ov er $600,000,000. 
The United 
States has, to date, taken $63,- 
000,000 worth of this wool, as 
against only $36,000,000 for the 
corresp onding p eriod of last year. 
These are all U. S. Dep artment 
of Commerce figures. 


ANSTRALIA licenses its im­ 
p orts in order to conserv e dollars. 
But some things like tin p late, 
sulp hur, and machinery, Au stra­ 
lia can buy from no other country. 
Au stralia has been a big buyer 
of U. S. tractors, imp orts this 
year ru nning to $27,000,000. 
Au stralia’s shortage of dollars 
has made it extremely difficult 
for American comp anies to get 
their p rofits out of Australia. 
Mov ing p ictu re comp anies are 
believ ed to be the biggest su ffer­ 
ers. Since 1946 they hav e been 
p ermitted to take out only 50 p er 
cent of their earnings in dollar*. 
Last year mov ing p icture earnings^ 
in Australia were estimated at 
around $6,000,000. U. S. mov ie 
makers are now considering p ro­ 
ducing p ictures in Australia, to 
use up their frozen funds. 
If a dollar loan is granted to 
Australia, there will be consider­ 
able p ressure for a p rov ision in 
in the loan agreement to p ermit 
U. S. comp anies to conv ert their 
earnings into dollars and to take 
them out of the country. 
There are two alternativ es to 
the dollar loan idea. One is for 
the United States to buy more 
Australian goods, to balance her 
trade. The other is for Australia 
to float a loan through U. S. p ri­ 
v ate banks. That was the way 
foreign gov ernments used to get 
out of 
their 
difficulties. 
Bu t 
Prime Minister Menzies is be­ 
liev ed to p refer the idea of a 
gov ernment-to-gov ernment loan. 
He is a great booster for the idea 
there should be closer relation­ 
ship s between all Pacific gov ern­ 
ments and the United States.
